This is the biggest jump in the history of a 
stock which has always advanced or de- 
clined by huge strides. The curbstone 
brokers who deal in the stock were even 
more surprised than the men who employ 
them at the remarkable advance from $420 
per share Wednesday afternoon to $446 per 
share on the first transaction this morning. 

The rise was generally attributed to the 
fact that any corporation which pays quar- 
terly dividends of 10 per cent and continues 
regularly to pay at the rate of 40 per cent 
per annum is looked upon by speculators as 
well worth $446. 

It has been rumored for months that the 
phenomenal rise in the stock was due to 
the intention of the oil magnates to increase 
its capital stock. This has been semi-offi- 
clally denied several times, and today 
Colonel C. 8. T. Dodd, the general solicitor 
of the Standard Oil company, denied it 
again. | 

That there is to be a change, however, is 
certain, and the program mapped out by 
the magnates will enable them to continue 
paying large dividends and at the same 
time evade taxation and defeat the ends of 
the anti-trust laws. The jump in price of 
Standard Ol stock has even startled the 
insiders. Late Wednesday afternoon an ef- 
fort was made to depress the price in order 
to buy up the stock offered at a lower price, 
and thus keep the entire profit within the 
clique controlling the company. To the sur- 
prise of every one all the stock offered was

Paris, Feb. 10.—{Copyright, 1808, by W. R. 
Hearst.]—On leaving his house this morn- 
ing Emile Zola was confronted by a crowd 
of more than 200 people who pursued his 
carriage with cries of Death to Zola!“ 
„Down with traitors!’ He arrived at the 
palace at 11:45 o’clock, where, thanks to the 
vigorous police measures, he was able to 
make his way into the court unmolested. 

Maitre Laborie hurried to inform Mme. 
Zola of her husband’s safearrival. She was 
sitting with Laborie’s wife, a young Aus- 
tralian lady, and his mother. He grasped 
her hand during the conversation lasting 
five minutes and was much excited. Zola 
was in much better spirits today and fre- 
quently intervened in the debate. He was 
particularly anxious that Mme. Boulancey 
should be forced to attend, in spite of her 
alleged illness, and declared that he knew 
she had letters and telegrams from Ester- 
hazy far more comproniising than those 
already published and that they contained 
outrageous expressions towards France and 
the army. 

Maitre Laborie informed me that he does 
not expect that the trial will end before 
Wednesday next. If the result is unfavor- 
able, as seems improbable, an immediate 
appeal for a fresh trial will be made. 


Not Favorable to Zola. 

Today's sitting was not favorable to Zola’s 
case. General Spellieux’s long deposition 
was practically a pleading for Major Ester- 
hazy and contained severe passages blaming 
Picquart, who “ has acted against the most 
elementary principles of honor.“ 

Major Esterhazy was in the witness-room, 
where I interviewed him during the adjourn- 
ment. He said: They seem determined 
not to leave hold of me. After this case is 
over they will get up something fresh 
against me, but all the same the people are 
not on their side. I was heartily cheered to- 
day on arriving and yesterday on leaving

| Zola’s Good Faith. 

M. Thevenet, the former Minister of 
Justice, eloquently addressed the jury asa 
witness to Zola’s absolute good faith. He 
said: “ M. Zola’s good faith & as great as

He ridiculed the story about the “ veiled 
lady and declared the investigation into 
the Esterhazy case had been grossly illegal. 
M. Zola had been right to protest, he said, 
and it was a patriotic action. He added: 
„What sort of a country is it in which we 
are living when such things as Dreyfus’ 
conviction on a secret document are pos- 
sible?

A strong point against Zola was made by 
General Pellieux, who declared that very 
few people have seen the original bordereau, 
and that none of the fac-similes which have 
appeared in the papers, on which all sorts 
of expert opinions have been taken, bear 
the least resemblance to the original docu- 
ment. 

I spoke to Zola after the sitting. He seemed 
very hopeful and was in excellent spirits. 
I never felt better in my life,” he said. 

A great crowd of friends gathered around 
him.

“DUKE OF TRINIDAD” TAKES HIS 


own LIFE AT EL PASO, — 


| 

Born of French Parentage, but Driven 
from France, He Marries the Daugh- 
ter of John H. Flagler, the Standard 
O11 Magnate, and Attempts to Estab- 
lish a Principality on the Island of 
Trinidad—Leaves Letter to 
Wife Fall of Bitterness. 


El Paso, Tex., Feb. 10.—[Spectal.}—Baron 
Harden Hickey was at noon today found 
dead in his bed in the Pearson Hotel. He 
was the French duelist, author, and dream- 
er, who conceived the idea in 1804 of estab- 
lishing the principality ot Trinidad. Trin- 
idad is a small, barren island, and the Baron 
notified all nations he had taken possession 
of it, proclaiming himself James, First, of 
the Principality of Trinidad.” 

That the Baron committed suicide by the 
use of several different kinds of drugs was 
‘evidenced by the presence of the drugs in 
his room and a letter which he left directed 
to his wife. 

Baron Hickey’s letter to his wife reads as 
follows: 

„My Dearest: No news from you, alfhough 
you have had plenty of time to answer. [ 
expect to leave this hotel tomorrow or the 
day after. Hardez has written me that he 
has no one in view for buyirg my land at 
present. Well, I shall have drained the cup 
of bitterness to the very dregs, but I, do 
not complain. I prefer to be a dead gentle- 
man to a living blackguard. Good-by; 1 
forgive you your conduct towards me, and 
trust you will be able to forgive yourself.“ 

In Hickey’s trunk was found a marriage 
license, showing that in New York on March 
17, 1891, he was married to Annie Harper 
Flagler, daughter of John H. Flagler, Stand- 
ard Oil magnate. The Rev. John Hall of 
the Fifth Avenue Presbyterian Church, New 
York, signed the license as officiating clergy- 
man. In the trunk was also a letter from 
the wife, in which she begged the Baron to 
quit using chloral. | 


Reputation as a Duelist. 

. Hickey’s father followed the fortunes of 
the Stuarts and was banished from France. 
In his trunks today were found many superb 
and beautiful jewels of orders bestowed on 
tim in France and India. There is also 
among his effects the crown made for him as 
the ruler of Trinidad. 

Those who were not fond of James L., 


: Prince of Trinidad, said he was born in Cali- 


fornia of Irish-American parentage, and 
bought his title of Baron from the Pope. He 
said he was born in France of an old Catholic 
and royalist family that originally came 
from Ireland. This Prince of Trinidad 
was educated at the College of Jesuits at 
Namur, and afterwards at Leipsic. Here he 
established a reputation as a first-class and 
fearless duelist. His literary talents first 
found recognition in the shape of transla- 
tions for the English magazines, but he also 
wrote a number of works in French. 

In 1878 the irrepressible writer started a 
weekly satirical paper in Paris called La 
Triboulet, which landed him in constant

The Baron was thoroughly conversant 
with the Sanskrit language, and after study- 
ing its literature determined to propagate 
the religion of Buddha throughout the 
United States. In the meantime he met and 
married Miss Anna Flagler, the daughter 
of the Standard Ou magnate. and gave up 
his intentions in that direction. 

The Baron was a great traveler, ani was 
once cast by a storm on the little Isle of 
Trinidad, off the coast of Brazil, and took 
possession of it. He organised himself into 
a limited liability sovereign, and invited 
subscriptions. The Baron set forth gravely 
the fact that having married Miss Anna 
Flagier, the only daughter of the well;

PATRIOTIC FEELING Is AROUSED. 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 10.—[Special.}— 
Sefior Dupuy de Lome has resigned his 
position as Minister from Spain to the United 
States, and his resignation has been accept- 
ed by his government. Spain, however, has 
not yet disavowed the letter in which De 
Lome insulted the President and the coun- 
try. It has been given an opportunity and 
declined. It has been requested to censure 
De Lome and has declined. 

- Apparently Spain looks upon his offense 
as trivial. Minister Woodford’s protests 
have not been received in a friendly man- 
ner, and there is a possibility that our 
Minister to Madrid may himself be recalled. 
All depends now on the action of the Spanish 
government and that action up to date has 
been distinctly hostile and discourteous. | 

This government demanded that De Lome 
be recalled in disgrace. The Spaniards re- 
plied by accepting the resignation and keep- 
ing De Leme on the inactive diplomatic list. 
Then this country asked that the letter be 
disavowed. This the Spanish government 
has not yet done officially. If the instruc. - 
tions to Mintster Woodford are as serious 
as is hinted at the State department, Spain 
must atone for the offense of her Minister 
Officially and publicly, or suffer the conse- 
quences.

The Spanish government 
has not disavowed the letter or disgraced 
its writer. The situation, therefore, is en- 
tremely critical. 

What Is Demanded. 

Minister Woodford was instructed yester- 
day to demand that De Lome be recalled in 
disgrace and the letter at once disavowed. 
Sagasta responded by accepting De Lome’s 
resignation without a word of censure. That 
act alons was an affront to the United 
States, and is so considered by President 
McKinley’s administration. Minister Wood- 
ford has made a demand which has been ig- 
nored by Spain. If a disavowal of the let- 
ter is not received within a day or two Gen- 
eral Woodford probably will be instructed 
to close the Madrid Legation and retire to 
Paris to await developments. It is recog~- 
nized here that the attitude of Spain is dis- 
tinctly unfriendly, and unless it is modified 
President McKinley can do no less than stop 
all diplomatic relations. That is not nec~- 
essarily a precursor of war, but it is pretty 
close to it. In fact Spain is not represented 
in Washington in any way now. De Lome 
has resigned, and Du Bosc has been des- 
ignated to fill the place of Charge d' Affaires, 
He has not been received at the State depart- 
ment, however, and will not be, because he 
cannot be presented by his predecessor, Du- 
puy de Lome, and his credentials from Spain 
must of course come from Spain. General 
Woodford’s position meanwhile is unpieas- 
ant.

Sefior Enrique Dupuy de Lome was born in Valencia, Spain, on Aug. 23, 1851. On 
March 4, 1869, at the age of 18, he entered the diplomatic service as unpaid attaché to e 
Department of Foreign Affairs. Three years later, in 1872, he was graduated from the 
law department of the University of Madrid, and in the same year he passed a competi- 
tive examination in the Department of Foreign Affairs for the diplomatic civil service. 
His first appointment, in 1873, was that of Third Secretary to Japan, and in 1875 he 
was transferred to Brussels. Two years later he was appointed Second Secretary at 
he was again transferred, in 1880, to Buenos

He 
insisted on having his resignation accepted, 
which was done.

Stabbing of Rose McGowan. 


It was just 1 a. m., one hour after the time 
set by the latest police order, as well as by 
the city ordinance, for closing these resorts, 
when Rose McGowan was stabbed in the 
neck by Sadie Ziehm, 147 Wells atreet. A 
dozen men and women were in the Huber 
Bros.’ saloon at the time. The trouble grew 
out of jealousy between the women over an 
escort. All the inmates of the place wit- 
uessed the clash and then ran to the assist- 
ance of the injured woman. 

After the stabbing the police were barred 
from the restaurant for nearly ten minutes. 
A brother of the injured woman, Bailey Mc- 
Gowan, rushed out for ‘a policeman, and 
when he returned with Policeman Peterson 
of the Central Detail the door was securely 
locked and the inmates would not open it. 
Getting reinforcements in three other offi- 
cers, Peterson made a second demand that 
the door be opened. The police then threat- 
ened to break in the door, and after much 
delay they were admitted. * 

The McGowan woman was found to be 
stabbed with a sharp piece of glass. A phy- 
siclan was summoned, who said she would 
recover. Sadie Ziehm was locked up at 
the Harrison Street Station. 

This resort of Huber Bros. conflicted last 
night with the Mayor's order in two particu- 
lars—in allowing women to congregate and 
in keeping doors open after midnight. 


Quincy Street Saloon Fight. 

During the fight in the saloon at 10 Quincy 
street at about the same hout the woman, 
. Brooks, was brutally beaten and 

cked in the stomach and Bartender Biack 
was stabbed in the back of the neck. Both 
were removed to the County Hospital, and

The trouble in this case afose over the 
attention paid the Brooks woman by Black. 
While the couple were drinking in the sa- 
loon, Houck, a former admirer of tha wo- P 
man, came in and abused her. Houck 
seized her by the throat, and Black sought 
to protect her. | 

Houck and his companion, Wilson, were 
ejected from the place by Black. Thc wom- 
an followed them to the sidewalk and there 
a general fight occurred. Houck drew a 
knife and stabbed Bleck. He then attempt- 
ed to escape with Wilson, when the police- 
men placed the men under arrest. At the 
patrol box Jennie Brooks made her way to 
Houck’s side, when, it is said, he turned and 
kicked her. The kicking was witnessed by 
A large crowd of men, who showed their re- 
sentment by threatening rough treatment. 

The police have hitherto made at least a 
pretense of closing at midnight ali resorts 
where women are allowed to congregate.

Vancouver, B. C., Feb. 10.—{Special. I— The 
steamer Empress of China brings mail ad- 
vices of disgraceful scandals in Shanghai. 
British Consuls there have discovered that 
Chinese youths attached to the legation had 
been marrying English girls. In fact, it had 
been a fad among girls to teach these Celes- 
tials English and then marry them. 

The Chinese youths, with no sanctity for 
the marriage law, treated their English 
wives as playthings for the hour, and as soon 
as they got them to China sold them. Ifthe 
girls rebelled their Chinese husbands left 
them with nothing, not even clothes on their 
backs. They locked them in empty houses 
to scream until some one came to help them. 

In no single instance did these girls write 
their relatives in England telling of their 
shame. Their parents had forbid their al- 
liance with Chinamen and they suffered deg- 
radation in silence. The press has taken the 
matter up and will request the British gov- 
ernment to take some steps to prevent un- 
desirable international marriages.

IN AN ATLANTIC HURRICANE. 


Boston Schooner Arrives in Port After 
a Life and Death Struggle 
with the Storm. 


Boston, Mass., Feb. 10.—[Special.]—The 
big three-masted schooner Anna F. Kranz 
reached here today, battered and strained, 
with her crew dead beat. The vessel left 


Brunswick, Ga., on Jan. 23, and on Feb. 1 


the hurricane struck it and for sixty hours 
raged incessantly: As a matter of safety 
the vessel was run before the wind and oil 
was used to quiet the waves. A large 
hawser was put over the stern as a drag 
and the vessel was allowed to scud before 
the gale under bare poles for forty-eight 
hours. In that period it was driven at a 
terrific rate 260 miles to the eastward be- 
fore the storm showed any signs of abate- 
ment. Meanwhile the men were kept con- 
stantly at the three sets of pumps, which 
were put in operation as soon as the leak 
was discovered. Despite their efforts the 
water gained gradually, and at the end cf 
the storm was several inches deep in the 
vessel's hold. In order to ease the schooner 
some 50,000 feet of her deck cargo was 
thrown. overboard.

NUTMEG STATE RUNS AGROUND. 


Steamer Strikes the Rocks at Bridge- 
port, Conn., and the Passengers 
Are Panic-Stricken. 


Bridgeport, Conn., Feb. 10.—[Special.]— 
Panic stricken passengers were flung head- 
long from their berths when the steamship 
Nutmeg State ran on the rocks of Bridge- 
port Harbor at 2 o’clock this morning. They 
rushed in a frenzy of Year to the deck and 
strove to break through the guard of sea- 
men hastily lined up, to fling themselves 
into the sea. One woman, a Miss Hayes 
from Portland, tried to jump into the water, 
as she thought the boat was sinking. 

With the aid of powerful portable electric 
lights, with which the steamer is equipped, 
some of the crew launched a lifeboat and 
found that the steamer’s hull was resting 
on a sand bar, barely touching the rocks. 

While they were making the exxamina- 
tion two of the male passengers rushed past 
the guards and jumped intothe water. This 
precipitated another panic, and the crew 
were compelled to use force to keep the 
frightened passengers from going into the 
water. There were more than a hundred 
on board. The two men who jumped over- 
board were rescued by the seamen in the 
lifeboat. 

Captain Wood was informed by the crew 
in the small boat that there was no danger 
of the vessel sinking, as no hole in its bow 
was visible. It had simply grounded. Many 
of the passengers were taken off in the tugs, 
while others, convinced that there was no 
danger, remained. The ship will get off at 
high tide.

Vote. ‘for the Teller Resolution 
Is Denounced. 


ALTGELD PLANS LOVE FEAST 


Albany, N. T., Feb. 10,—[Special.]—The 
Lower House of the State Legislature by a 
vote of 79 to 63 adopted the Weekes resolu- 
tion censuring United States Senator Ed- 
ward Murphy Jr. for voting for the Teller 
resolution. The original resolution called 
upon the Senator to resign, but Speaker 
O’Grady persuaded the introducer to amend 
and leave out the resignation clause. 

The purpose of the Republican majority 
in adopting the resolution today was twv- 
fold. It was desired to make an opening for 
the injection of the currency issue in the 
next campaign, and to head off a similiar 
resolution in the Senate. which the House 
leaders did not like. The dislike fer the 
Senate resolution was based on a section 
which commended President McKinley for 
his recent speech in New York at the 
Traders’ dinner. Speaker O’Grady declared 
it was not proper to drag the President into 
a resolution condemning Senator Murphy. 
Having adopted its own resolution the As- 
sembly will hang up the Senate resolution 17 
it comes over. 

The _Democratic minority afting under 
orders refused to be drawn into a discussion 
of gold and silver beyond asserting that the 
Teller resolution was the same as the Mai- 
thews resolution of 1878, for which Me- 
Kinley voted, and meant no more than a 
reiteration of the law. 

The Republican orators insisted that Sena- 
tor Murphy deserved the severest condem- 
nation for his vote on the Teller resolution, 
which he knew was a free silver resolution 
calculated to injure the credit of the nation. 
It was also charged that he had been ad- 
vised by ex-Senator David B. Hill not to 
vote for the resolution just before it came 
before the Senate, and that he voted for it 
— use he feared Hill was trying to entrap 

m. 

Ex-Senator Hill, it is said, had told Sen- 
ator Murphy that no Democrat who had 
voted against Bryan in 1896 could be nom- 
inated for any position. When, therefore, 
the hermit of Wolfert’s Roost went down 
to Washington to ten Mr. Murphy not to 
vote for the Teller resolution the Senator 
at once suspected him of trying to side- 
track him by getting him to vote against 
free silver, and, thus, in the event of a Dem- 
ocratic Legislature next year, laying pipes 
for his own (Hill’s) nomination.

Washington, D. C., Feb. 10.—Senator Frye 
today secured the passage by the Senate 
of a bill intended especially to prevent Cana- 
dian vessels from securing an undue share 
of the carrying business between Alaskan 
and other American ports. 

Complaint has been made that Canadian 
veseels were attempting to participate in 
the trade by starting from their own ports 
and then stopping successively at more than 
one Americen port and taking on passen- 
gers and freight from one American point 
to another on the theory that all were em- 
braced in one voyage. 

The bill passed by the Senate today pro- 
vides for the forfeiture of any merchandise 
shipped from one American port to another, 
either directly or via a foreign port, in 
any other than an American vessel.”

Port Townsend, Wash., Feb. 10.—[ Special.]

The Topeka had on board three passengers 
from Dawson City.

He reports a good trip until Dyea Pass was 
reached, when a terrible snow-storm was 
encountered, with the thermometer 32° be- 
low zero. One man in his party named Spur- 
geon had both ‘hands and both feet frozen 
on the pass and is in a serious condition. 
Kenney is a Yukon guide, and he deciares 
that only the present mild winter on the 
Yukon has prevented dozens of those who 
came out from being frozen to death. He 
says there are no new strikes to report be- 
yond the fact that the Hunker Creek claims 
are all turning out marvelously rich. 

On Feb. 2 news came to Dyea that an In- 
dian woman and two children had been 
frozen to death on the pass the day before.

Gypsy Queen Party of Chicagoans Leave 
- Victoria Bound for the Alaska 
Gold Fields. 


Victoria, B. C., Feb. 10,—[Special.]—One of 
the best equipped mining companies yet 
started for the golden Northwest left to- 
night under the command of Commodore 
Whitehead of Chicago, and includes five 
women, wives of the heads of the expedi- 
tion. The personnel of the party is unique. 
There are in it Colonels, Majors, Captains, 
and Lieutenants, late of the United States 
army; a doctor, a submarine diver, a naval 
architect, and several expert miners. 

The members are: 

P. D. Whitehead and wife, Colonel W. W. Whin- 
wood and wife, Andrew Johnston and wife. and 
Charles Bachan and wife, all of Chicago; Major 
W. H. Gilmore: of Central City, Colo.; Captain

The Gypsy Queen, their dredging steamer, 
will be put to work on the beds of the Teslin, 
Stewart, Pelly, Big and Little Salmon Riv- 
ers, where the party will immediately pro- 
ceed upon reaching the Stikine. To trans- 
port the supplies they take with them forty 
horses and forty bobsleighs specially built 
tor the purpose of tra veiing over snow and 
ice

ASKS AID OF LABOR 


CANAL PLANS OUTLINED, 


F. S. Baird Tells Why Scheme of 
City Is Opposed. 


PUTS BURDEN ON THE POOR. 


Would Not Oppose Work if Paid For in 
Another Way. 


No PROMISES ARE GIVEN. 


Strong effort is being made by the West 
Side Association of Business-Men and Tax 
payers te enlist the labor organizations in 
its fight for stationary bridges, a ship canal 
at Seventeenth street, and against the use 
by the city of the water fund with which 
to pay for the proposed system of inter- 
cepting sewers. Ephraim Banning, A! C. 
Durborow, F. 8. Baird, and IL. M. Ennis 
held a conference last night at 187 Wash 
ington street with members of the executive. 

and the Committee on Public Institu- 
tions of the Federation of Labor, with a 
view of getting the cotperation of that or- 
ganization. 

The first object of the conference was to 
secure the adoption, if possible, of certain 
resolutions, laid before the federation and 
referred at its meeting on last Surday. W. 
T. Dunn presided. His associates were J. 


J. Ryan, James Brennock, 8. A. Wilson, ~ 


James Woodall, and C. O'Neil. Mr. Dunn 
asked for an explanation of the West-Siders 
as to who and what they represented. Mr. 
Banning gave it and Incidentally enumerat- 
eG the things they are fighting to accomplish 
and prevent. 


Presents Their Plans. 


Mr. Baird, with maps and figures, con- 
sumed two hours in a detailed presentation 
of the plan and its possibilities. The labor 
officials listened and showed in many ways 
they were interested. Mr. Baird told them 
the great advantages he believed would 
follow the establishment of stationary 
bridges, the digging of a ship canal at. 
Twelfth street, and the wrongs the people 
would suffer by permitting the city to spend 
$3,300,000 of their water tax in the Intercept- 
ing sewers on the theory that this is the 
only practical way to get pure water for 
Chicago. 

He said that the canal would’ not only 
solve the pure water question for all time, 
but by vastly improving the harbor facilities, 
reduce the bridge nuisance, and furnish the 
drainage canal with the water it must carry 
when the city has 2,000,000 populat He 
also urged that the association d no 
objection to the system of intercepting 
sewers being built provided it is done by 
special assessment or by a drainage tax 
on the real estate of the entire dis- 
trict. 


Estimates on the Cost. 4 

Mr. Baird presented some figures, prepared 
by Chief Engineer Randolph of the Drain- 
age board, giving an estimate of cost of 
building a canal at Seventeenth street. He 
fixes the value of the land that would have 
to be taken by condemnation at $12,686,025, 
value of the improvements condemned at 
$485,500, cost of excavating a channel 200 
feet wide and 20 feet deep $332,500, cost of 
stone retaining walls $616,000, and cost of 
jackknife bridges $1,500,000, a total of $5,620,- 
025, less, he said, than would be needed for 
the sewers. 

Mr. Brennock spoke for the federation 
committee, saying that the laboring people 
did not understand the situation, but thought 
no action could be taken until the next gen- 
eral meeting, one week from next Sunday.

EXPENSES OF THE TWO TRIALS. 


Members of the Luetgert jury denied yes- 
terday that the verdict was either cowardly 
or the result of a compromise. They said 
it satisfied every member of the jury and 
that the sentence to life imprisonment was 
preferred to the death penalty because they 
“thought it the severer in this instance. 
It i learned that the jury cast three bal- 
lots on the question of punishment. On the 
Art there was a tie between the advocates 
*of hanging and iniprisonment for life; on 
the second there was a gain of two for hang- 
Ang: and on the third, which was taken after 
an hour and a half, twelve votes were cast 
for life imprisonment. 

Foreman Thomas H. Bacheler, 380 For- 
.tleth street, expressed surprise that the 
verdict should be termed cowardly. 

1 cannot see wherein it was a com- 
‘promise or cowardly,” he declared. 
think that every one of the twelve men is 
-gatisfied with the verdict. Without saying 
more on this point I ask you one question: 
- * Which would be worse for a man convicted 
of murder, for which he must suffer, to ex- 
j te his crime by his death or to be doomed 
“to live where he will have nothing to think 
about except his crime, and where the 
chances are not one in a million for escape?’ 


e Not Trying Mr. Harmon. 
1 will say we felt we were not trying 
any person except the man under indict- 
‘ment. We were not trying Mr. Harmon, 
‘and we were not trying any member of the 
Police department, and nothing said or done 
in the courtroom had any effect upon the 
decision except the evidence that was given. 
I do not believe the speeches of the lawyers 
on either side had anything to do with the 
result, except in so far as they refreshed 
“our memories as to the evidence and per- 
haps explained the connection between some 
218 the evidence. 

“We had just these things to consider 
the evidence, the law, the guilt or innocence 
of the defendant. 

1 do not think the public ought to de- 
mand from us anything except the verdict. 
I do net think any member of the jury could 
state accurately how many ballots were 
taken and the way in which’ the different 
‘members voted. Ali the ballots and other 
memoranda were carefully destroyed by 

. burning here at my home. I do not know 
myself the details of the balloting. 
I had intended to keep silent, but I think 
that as some of the papers have spoken of 
the verdict as a compromise, I have a right 
to say so much. 
It is untrue that we waited in the jury- 
room before returning the verdict after we 
reached an agreement. We felt that we had 
geen quite enough stage play, and that this 
would have been outrageous. Before the 
. verdict was signed we told-the bailiffs to 
notify Judge Gary, and it was signed as soon 
as agreed upon.“ i 


: Convinced of His Guilt. 

“ The jury was convinced of the guilt of 
Adolph Luetgert.beyond any doubt,” said 
Juror Jacob A, Loeb, 528 Dearborn avenue. 

The possible reappearance of Mrs. Luet- 
gert was never considered. Nor was the 


~selrcumstantial nature ot the evidence a 
factor inany way in determining the penalty 
‘im The jury, after due and careful 


dale decided that life imprisonment 
was an ample, necessary, and justifiable 
punishment. 

‘ Any other murderer, no matter how 
grave his offense or how positive the evi- 


dence, would have received the same treat- 


ment at the hands of the jury. Mr. Harmon 
18 quoted as having attributed cowardice to 
the jury, owing to the nature of the penalty. 
He is either incorrectly reported or, if not 
insincere, is at least laboring under a misap- 
‘prehension. 

Mr. McEwen pointedly refrained at all 


times from even suggesting a penalty and 


indeed openly stated that it was not the 
_yolicy of the State’s Attorney’s office to 
Suggest such penalty. Mr. Deneen likewise 
vefrained from making any such suggestion. 
Absolutely the only suggestion of the death 
penalty came from the attorneys for the 
defense. Inasmuch as the jury saw fit to 
decline many other propositions of the de- 
tense with regard to the conduct of the case, 
there is no reason for assu ming offhand that 
there was anything peculiar about the re- 
pection of the proposition. There was no 
ompromise. The law of the State contem- 

plates exactly such contingencies as arose in 


this case, and in my opinion the jury did 


right and merits public approval.’ 


Never a Hanging Jury. 

Mr. Loeb said further that the jury never 
was a hanging jury at any time; that one of 
the jurors cried incessantly during the first 

three days of the trial, being afraid he would 
have to return the death penalty. Others of 
the jurors were openly repugnant to death 
and at no time was there a possibility that 
the jury would unanimously return the death 


penalty. Mr. Loeb said that each of the 


_. Jurors was required to explain his vote when 


be cast it. At times there were blank bal- 


lots cast in order to prevent a verdict and 
to prolong the discussion. 
Yet at no time were the jurors far away 


from the verdict which they finally returned. 


Not a harsh or angry word was spoken dur- 


- ing all the time the jurors sat on the case. 
Mr. Loeb said that Harmon wearied the jury 


Amost to death 
Luetgert absolutely had no defense,” 


Concluded Mr. Loeb, and we could do noth- 


ing but convict him.” 


Point Escapes Memory. 

Only one or two members of the jury had 
known before the instructions were given 
that they were at liberty to bring in a verdict 
of guilty without the death penalty. As- 
Sistant State's Attorney W. M. McEwen 


made this plain in his opening speech, but it 
appeared to have escaped the memory of the 
jury during their six days’ wandering in the 


wilderness. 


The first ballot between those demanding 
¢ the death penalty and those disposed to vote 
for life imprisonment resuited in a draw— 
6G to ee ‘The second showed a gain of two 
votes for the extreme penalty. The jury 
let the matter drop for a time and ordered 
their dinner brought in. They spent an 
hour and a half at table without discussing 
‘the case. Upon resuming the discussion 
the advocates of life imprisonment painted 
the terrors of this sentence in such dark 
colors that their eight opponents yielded. 
The argument that won them over was about 


like this: 


, “ Luetgert is used to taking the middie 
of the road and chasing his neighbors into 
the alleys and back streets. He régarded 
himself as a sort of monarch in his section 
sand. since his arrest has undoubtedly keen- 
enjoyed the notoriety the case has given 

For such @ man to be swallowed up 
in Joliet and ‘numbered’ would be not 
one death but a thousand. It is the worst 
punishment that could be inflicted upon him. 
To a man of his temperament death means 


little." 
Harmon Moves for New Trial. 


The motion for a new trial was entered 
shortly after N o'clock yesterday in Judge 
Gary’s court. Attorney Lawrence Harmon 
demanded thirty days in which to prepare 
his argument, giving as reasons for need- 
ing so much time that he wanted to secure 
evidence from across the sea indicating that 

Luetgert is alive. He said he nad in- 
formation from Cook County and elsewhere 
that Mrs. Luetgert was alive, and related 
now he had received information from Ger- 
man and wanted a month in which to se- 


cure the required. evidence. 


We have heard constantly for two

months that you are going to produce this 
woman in court,“ said Judge Gary. 

Mr. Harmon denied he had ever said this. 

“Well, the courtroom has been pervaded 
by that impression,“ the court added. 

Mr. Harmon was free with offers to im- 
peach the integrity of two or three members 
of the jury. During the progress of the 
trial a number of unsubstantiated reports 
concerning previous declarations of mem- 
bers of the jury were brought to the atten- 
tion of the attorneys. Little attention was 
paid to them but a note was made of fhe 
addresses of the informants, and now these 
matters will be investigated. 

Attorney Max J. Riese declared he would 
go to the Supreme Court for Luetgert, but 
would not longer be a member of the present.

Judge Gary fixed Saturday, Feb. 19, asthe 
date for hearing the motion for a new trial.

In their closing arguments attorneys 
the defense stated that the county had spent

We 
got an appropriation of $5,000 for the first 
trial and asked for $3,000 for thistrial. The 
first appropriation was not entirely used up, 
and I am confident there will be less than 
$3,000 of bills for the county to pay now. 
The experts will ask only for per diem for 
attendance. This has been a cheap trial. 
The Anarchist case cost $45,000, I am told, 
and the two Cronin trials about 350,000.“

OLD-TIME BIRD DEALER |S DEAD. 


Frederick Kaempfer, a Resident of Chi-

Frederick Kaempfer, the oldest bird dealer 
and taxidermist in Chicago, died of pneu- 
moma yesterday afternoon at his home, 259 
Elm street.

THE DE LOME LETTER. | 

The sensation anticipated from the open- 
ing of the debate in the United States Sen- 
te on the Cuban belligerency resolutions 
has been largely discounted by that pro- 
duced by the letter of the Spanish Minister, 
Dupuy de Lome, assailing President Mc- 
Kinley in coarse and indecent language, 
and, by distinct implication, exposing the 
hypocritical pretense of the Spanish govern- 
ment in the conduct of its negotiations with 
this country for commercial reciprocity. 
For the time being this letter will absorb 
a large degree of public attention, though 
it has already served to give additional 
point to the Cuban debate and will continue 
as a striking illustration of diplomatic dis- 
courtesy and bad faith. | | 
The first impression regarding the letter 
was that it must be a forgery. It was 
deemed incredible that a man occupying 
the position of Ambassador of a foreign 
State of such pretension as Spain would in- 
dulge in language, even in private corre- 
spondence, grossly insulting to the head of 
the government to which he was accredit- 
ed as well as to its people. This paint has 
been set at rest, however, by the confession 
of the offender and the tender to his govern- 
ment of his resignation simultaneously with 
a request from our own for his recall. 
From this time forward there can, of 
course, be no official communication with 
or recognition of the discredited Minister, 
who will be permitted to return to his own 
country, with every mark of official disgrace 
resting upon him. 

The insulting reference to President Mc- 
Kinley in the Minister's letter is all the 
more remarkable in view of the conserva- 
tive position which the President has main- 
tained on the Cuban question in the face of 
much criticism from members of his own 
party and the uniform courtesy and con- 
sideration he has constantly displayed 
towards the representatives of foreign gov- 
ernments generally—not excepting the rep- 
resentative from Spain. It proves the writ- 
er incapable of appreciating courtesies 
which many believe undeserved in view 
of the cause which he represented. Yet no 
less significant—even if less important as 


erence to the attitude of the English gov- 
ernment and what he chooses to call the 
“newspaper canaille,” who, “ while they 
are correspondents of American journals,” 
he adds, “are also correspondents of the 
best newspapers and reviews of London.” 
This indicates the hatred felt by the aver- 
age Spaniard for every medium of intelli- 
gent information and discussion on public 
questions. The implied hostility to Eng- 
land in the following declaration will 
searcely be lost on the sagacious statesmen 
and diplomatists of that country: 


To my mind the only object of England is that 
the Americans should occupy themselves with 


us and leave her in peace, and if there is a 
war, so much the better; that would further re- 


move what is threatening her, although that 
will never happen. 

While this appears as the private senti- 
ments of the individual, yet coming from a 
diplomatic representative of his govern- 
ment it will be widely regretted as but an 
expression of the views entertained by the 
mass of Spanish statesmen. 

Taken as a whole, the letter is a virtual 
confession of the failure of the plans of the 
Spanish government for the suppression of 
the insurrection and an implied criticism 
upon the policy of the Sagasta adminis- 
tration. This is especially evident from the 
following passage: 

The prologue of this second method of warfare 
will end the day that the colonial Cabinet will 
be appointed, and it relieves us in the eyes of 
this country of a part of the responsibility of what 
may happen there, and they must cast the respon- 
sbility upon the Cubans, whom they believe to be 
go immaculate. Until then we will not be able 
to see clearly, and I consider it to be a loss of 
time and an advance by the wrong road, the send-

This amounts to a practical confession

by force of arms and starvation. When 
that was accomplished the dishonest dis- 
guise wab, of course, to be thrown aside.

‘LUETGERT FOUND GUILTY. 

Adolph L. Luetgert has at last been 
found guilty of the murder of his wife, 
‘Louise, under circumstances which stamp 
the deed as one of the most brutal and 
cruel of the many murders committed in 
this city. It has taken an unusual length 
of time, however, and an unusual bill of 
expense to reach this conclusion. 
murder was committed May 1, 1897, and 
Luetgert was arrested sixteen days later. 
An indictment was not returned until June 
6, and it was not until Aug. 23 that the 
first trial began. That trial occupied near- 
ly two months, being finished Oct. 21 by the 
disagreement and discharge of the jury. 
The second trial began Nov. 26 and was 
finished Feb, 9, over a week having been 
devoted to the closing arguments of coun- 
sel. The outcome of these tedious and un- 
necessarily protracted trials is a verdict of 
guilty, the jury being unanimous on the 
first ballot, and the fixing of the sentence at 
imprisonment for. life. 

Unquestionably the verdict of the jury 
represents the sentiment of the large ma- 
jority of the thinking people of Chicago, 
and, although it is pretty certain that there 
was one, if not two, members of the jury 
opposed to hanging on principle, yet most 
people would be inclined to reason that, 
while the evidence overwhelmingly _ 
tained the accusation of guilt, yet the re- 
mote possibility that Louise Luetgert might 
be alive after all and turn up in the future 
would warrant sending Luetgert to the 
penitentiary, whence he could be released 
should such a contingency occur. Most 
people, however, will believe that his sen- 
tence will not be disturbed by such a possi- 


Luetgert himself, while asserting that the 
jury should either have acquitted him or 
punished him with death, nevertheless ex- 
pressed himself as pleased with the ver- 
dict. The community generally will share 
that pleasure with him. But he may be 
quite certain that if the evidence in the 
case had been as clear and direct as that 
in the Merry case, for instance, or if the 
body of his wife had been found, nothing 
would have saved him from the gallows. 
He should be satisfied with this verdict for 
another reason. However he may have felt 
during the first trial as to the hostility of 
popular sentiment and its effect, it did not 
enter as a factor in the second trial. The 
eommunity had lost all interest in the case, 
and beyond the few score of maudlin curi- 
osity seekers who always infest courtrooms 
there was hardly a ripple of interest in the 
ease outside of the courtroom. There was 
nothing, therefore, to prevent the jury from. 
passing upon his case coolly, calmly, and 
dispassionately, and under these circurm- 
stances it has found him guilty and given. 
him a life sentence in the penitentiary. 
There he will be likely to remain unless he 
can raise money enough to carry the case 
to the Supreme Court and that tribunal 
shall interfere. 

The people of Chicago in general will feel 
relieved that this disgusting case is at last 
ended—disgusting both from its own en- 
vironments and from its procrastination, 
technicalities, and needlessly long drawn 
out testimony as well as from the conduct of

These robberies were not confined to the 
unsettled regions of the new West. In fact, 
the older States of the Mississippi Valley. 
where civilization has long held sway, ap- 
pear to be the favorite grounds of the rob- 
ders. In addition to the thirty railroad hold- 
ups ten stage robberies are reported. These 
forty cases of violence were distributed 
through twenty-one States and Territories. 
Texas and Indian Territory had four each. 
Ohio, California, and Missouri show three 
each, Indiana, Ilinois, Alabama, Oregon, 
New Mexico, Wyoming, and Oregon report 
two each, while one each is set down to the 
credit of Tennessee, Nebraska, Minnesota, 
Virginia, Washington, Colorado, Nevada, 


Arizona, and Oklahoma, Thus it will be 


seen that twenty-five—considerabiy more 
than half—of the holdups took place in States 
that were admitted to the union before the 
civil war. 

In marked contrast to this menacing sit- 
uation is the report from Mexico, which we 
are accustomed to regard as far behind the 
United States as respects law and order. 


There only one attempt was made to 


“holdup” a train. The passengers resistod. 
and the highwaymen were driven off. This 
immunity of the Mexican travelers is at- 
tributed to the law placed on the statute 
books, at the instance of President Dias. 
making train robbery a capital crime, and 
the result has led to the introduction in the 
House of Representatives of a bill to de- 
fine ‘train wrecking with the intent to rob,’ 
and to provide the penalty of death there- 
tor.“ 

Such an assumption of criminal jurisdic- 
tion by the federal authorities is justified as 


a proper exercise of the right to regulate 


interstate commerce. Judge Grosscup in 
Chicago and Judge Ross in Los Angeles 
have held that any person who interferes 
with a train engaged in interstate traffic 
commits an offense against the United 
States, and is subject to federal criminal 
law. Such law, of course, could not reach 
all possible attempts at train robbery, but 
most of the trains which tempt the high- 


. wayman are through trains, which are sub- 
ject to the protection of the United States. 


Those who advocate such legislation say 
that the crime cannot be suppressed ut 
federal interference. — 
Certainly something should be done to take 
the reproach of frequent train robbing from 
this country. Perhaps the exercise of fed- 
eral power is the best way to do it. It is 


certainly worth thinking of. But when the 
. punishment of wrecking for robbery is being 


considered the question arises, Why should 


the wrecker for mischief or vengeance be 
mere tenderly treated? If the man who 
jeopardizes the lives of a trainload of people 


for money is made subject to the death 
penalty, or even to some lighter punish- 


ment, under federal authority, it is difficult 


to see why the same deterrent should not 


be aimed at the wretch who tries to wreck 
a train from any other motive.—New York 
Tribune, 


Americans Use £5,000 Dosen Handker- 


chiefs Daily. 
Very few people outside the trade,“ said 


a leading wholesale dealer in handkerchiefs 
in New York to a Washington Star reporter 
recently, are aware that the consumption 
of handkerchiefs throughout the United 
States amounts to about 75,000 dozen daily. 
This means 27,375,000 dozen yearly, or 328,- 
500,000 single handkerchiefs. To satisfy this 
enormous demand there are always kept 
in stock in this city at least 850,000,000 
handkerchiefs. It would be extremely 
difficult to say what such a supply of goods 
is worth in the aggregate, as handkerchiefs 
sell at wholesale at anywhere from 30 cents 
to $40 per dozen, according to quality and 
finish. But the figures which I have given 
you are not exaggerated, and they throw a 
strong light on the gigantic dimensions of 
an important branch of the dry goods busi- 
ness. 


“A comparatively small number of hand- 


kerchiefs are manufactured in this country, 
and those that are made here are mostly of 
the cotton and inferior silk variety. The 
finest silk goods are imported principally 
from Japan, which country sends us an- 
nually between 17,000,000 and 18,000,000 
Japanese pongees.’ The best cambric arti- 
cle comes from France and Belgium, and 
Unen handkerchiefs come from the north 
of Ireland and also from St. Gall, Swits- 
erland. Japanese silk handkerchiefs are 
worth from $8 to $40 per dozen, while the 
imported cambrics from Brussels sell for 
from $5 to §7 a dozen, and the cotton product 
manufactured in Pennsylvania and New 
Jersey may be had for 30 cents per dozen. 


“The capital invested in this business is 


immense. It may. possibly amount to $100,- 
000,000, but owing to the fact that the trade 
is distributed nothing like accurate figures 
can be given. There are six or seven firms 
in the dry goods district which deal ex- 
clusively in handkerchiefs. But only two 
of these houses handle the domestic article 
extensively. Most of the large American 
factories are located outside of the city, 
but New York, as in several ether branches 
of the dry goods business, is the great dis- 
tributing center for the trade.”

‘TO SHIP THE WHEAT. 


Leiter May Send Even Half 
His Stock to Liverpool. 


CONTRACTS FOR BIG LOTS. 


Lehigh Valley 500,000 Bushel 
Deal Is Confirmed. — 


TWO OTHERS INTERESTED. 


Joseph Leiter is going to move at least a 
part of his holding of cash wheat to Liver- 
Pool. Just how much no one knows, but ru- 
mors yesterday were that half of the Leiter 
wheat might go abroad. As to the ehipment 
of 500,000 bushels there is no question 
in the mind of the trade. The statement 
made in Tun TRIBUNE that the Lehigh Val- 
ley had arranged for the transfer of that 
quantity of wheat was fully confirmed and 
was unquestionably one of the influences 
causing May wheat to sell through and close 
above the call price. The booking by the 
Lehigh Valley was done in the East and 
the rate made is figured from Chicago to 
London or Liverpeol. The negotiations were 
carried on in New York, but the local rep- 
resentatives of the company practically ad- 
mitted this. It was reported late in the day 
that the Grand Trunk also had contracted to 
carry 600,000 bushels and the Nickel Plate a 
like quantity, making, with the Lehigh Val- 
ley, 1,500,000 bushels. That the rate is much 
below regular tariff is not doubted, as a num- 
ber of roads were after the grain but could 
not get it, though they were willing to make 
the rate 2% cents each 100 pounds less than 
regular tariff. 

The accepted theory as to the movement 
of the grain is that it 13 not sold, but is going 
abroad on consignment, just as Leiter wheat 
did in September and October. The market- 
ing of that wheat Is said to have been satis- 
factory and there is no question but a round 
lot of it was sold in Liverpool a few days 
ago. The distribution of the wheat sold at 
a price said to have been 16c over the May 
price in New York would leave room for 
about the quantity of wheat which will be 
moved at once. It is known that Leiter has 
a lot of ocean tonnage engaged for this 
month and no doubt these engagements will 
be utilized in the shipments now being made. 
The announcement of the Lehigh Valley 
railroad company’s contract to move 500, 000 
bushels had about the same effect on the 
local trade as Mr. Leiter's announcement 
made back in December that he would move 
his wheat to Liverpool had then. 


Bears Ridicule the Idea. 
The bears ridicule the idea of shipping 
wheat from the highest market in the world 
to the lowest and lay great stress upon the 
fact that the wheat is not sold but is going 
abroad on consignment. 

The Leiter movements have temporarily 
revolutionized not only the local speculative 
market but the cash market as well. Itis 
almost impossible to get a definite idea of 
what No. 1 Northern wheat is worth. The 
wheat sold by Leiter in Liverpool was No. 2 
spring. A large part of the wheat recently 
sold at the seaboard has been red winter. 
There is an excellent local milling demand 


| for all varieties of hard spring wheat, but 


the millers have been favoring grades below 
contract. Odd cars of No. 1 Northern have 
teen sold several cents a bushel below May 
price, even with February wheat nominally 
two cents over May. A little No. 1 Northern 
wheat could be sold in 5,000 bushel lots in 
the loca] market at February price, but the 
Cemand would not be extensive. On Wednes- 
day bids by New York exporting houses for 
No. 1 Northern were as low as two cents 
under May price. Leiter's nominal asking 
price is 10 cents over May. It can readily 
be seen that the situation is a peculiar one, 
as a difference of 12 cents a bushel in ideas 
is a broad ground for ccmpromise. 


Mystery in the Situation. 

Leiter absoluteiy refuses to discuss the 
cash wheat situation and all the people who 
are figuring with him seem to be under bonds 
not to give out any information regarding 
prices. It is a situation in which there is a 
great deal of mystery and a small volume 
ot business. There are a great many people 
in the trade who believe that Leiter while 
advertising his views of wheat values at 10 
cents a bushel over May price is really selling 
what he can at much lower figures. The 
difference in the bid reported and the asking 
price by Leiter would give color to such a 
theory. ? 

There was a local export sale effected 
yesterday which may or may not furnish a 
basis for figuring out values of No. 1 North- 
ern wheat. The cash wheat people consid- 
ered it an excellent sale. It was made by 
Lloyd Smith and was of 32,000 bushels No. 2 
hard Kansas wheat to go out by way of 
Philadelphia. The price was three cents un- 
der May free on board cars in Chicago. 
It is difficult to arrive at just what would 
be a fair difference between the grade of 
wheat sold and No. 1 Northern. No. 2 hard 
wheat has sold for export above the current 
month future earlier in the season, but al- 
most any one in the trade would now admit 
sufficient difference to bring the price of No. 
1 Northern considerably above the May 
future. In face of this, however, the claim 
is made that two cents under May price was 
the best bid of Wednesday. 


Looks Like Merchandising Wheat. 
With the market in its present condition 
the chances are certainly against Leiter hav- 
ing made any considerable sales of No. 1 
Northern wheat abroad. Exporters gen- 
erally figure that Liverpool is away out of 
line with Chicago and it would appear that 
Mr. Leiter is carrying out his promise to 
merchandise his wheat, if necessary, by put- 
ting in a stock at some of the principal con- 
tinental and United Kingdom points, to be 
sold as opportunity offers, and will do some 
campaigning in the local speculative market 
on the nervousness which will be developed 
by the movement of the local contract stocks 
of wheat away from Chicago. 

No one doubts that such a movement will 
have a tendency to make short sellers and 
hedgers decidedly panicky. May wheat yes- 
terday sold up 1½ cents and closed strong 
at about the best prices of the day. There 
was a big movement of wheat in the North- 
west and the considerations were by no 
means unanimous in favor of holders. There 
was considerable local bearish sentiment 
just as there has been for weeks, but in face 
of this the market ruled strong ell day. It 
is a speculative market which is dominated 
by Leiter, and any announcements as to his 
operations or intentions have a most appre- 
clable effect upon prices.

BRIDE AND GOODS GONE. 


CAGO Is TROUBLE. 


— — 
Stormy Honeymoon of Two Months 
Ends Suddenly — Young Jeweler 
Marries Jennie Pitsele Against Her 
‘Parents’ Wishes—Each Refuses to 
Embrace the Other’s Religion and 
Constant Disagreements Result— 
Warrant Sworn Out. 


After an exciting honeymoon of two 
months Henry L. Druckler, a South Chi- 
cago jeweler, finds himself a deserted hus- 
band, with $800 worth of personal property 
gone along with his bride. He returned 
home on Wednesday evening to find his 
treasure chest rifled, his wife gone, and no 
tidings of her whereabouts. He has en- 
listed the aid of the police. 

The bride: was Jennie Pitzele, daughter of 
M. Pitzele, who keeps a clothing store at 
8807 Commercial avenue. She is described 
as a pretty, slight woman of 20 years, and 
those who know her are surprised to find 
her charged with the crime of robbery. 
She was married to Druckler on Dec. 5 
last against the wishes of her parents, who 
are Jewish, and protested strongly against 
her marriage to a Christian without the 
ceremony of the Jewish Church. 

There was continual friction between 
Druckler and his wife over religious mat- 
ters, as to which of them should abandon 
his own and adopt the religious views of the 
other. Although it is said that before the 
wedding both of them seemed willing to con- 
cede to the other their views evidently 
changed afterwards. 

Relatives Take a Hand. 

The Pitzele family are suid to have foment- 
ed the disagreement of the young couple, 
and on the man’s side the widow of Druck- 
ler's brother, who had been his housekeeper 
before his rriage, did not float any oil 
upon the troubled waves. Instead of that, 
it is said, she shot at her brother-in-law on 
the day of the wedding and has since tried 
to make trouble. 

Druckler met his bride last summer whilé 
her father kept a clothing store at 283 
Ninety-second street, next door to where he 
is employed in the jewelry store of J. B. 
Eberhart. Both were cyclists and they soon 
began taking long rides together. On one of 
these Druckler saved his venturesome com- 
panion from death under the wheels of an 
Illinois Central train at Parkside, and this 
aided the course of his courtship. 

On Dec. 5 they were married, The wom- 
an’s father issued a statement denying that 
a wedding had taken place and announcing 
one for the next week under the Jewish rites. 
Druckler protested and refused to remarry 
the girl in her own church or to adopt her 
religion. The shooting affair of his wedding 
day was gossiped about the neighborhood 
as the work of the elder sister of the bride, 
who is said to have been especially bitter 
concerning the religious phase of the case. 

After that, to all outward appearances, 
things were quiet until Wednesday. Druck- 
ler left his wife at noon, when everything 
appeared as usual, and went back to his 


work. 
Finds the House in Disorder. 

At 6 o’clock, when he returned to his home. 
which is in a flat building, 423 Eighty-ninth 
street, everything was in disorder. A trunk 
had been broken open with an ax and a dia- 
mond ring, a diamond brooch, and a gold 
watch were gone. The best of the china and 
glassware were missing, a bicycle was not 
to be found, and numerous trinkets had been 
taken. Most of these things, Druckler says, 
belonged to his first wife. 

Druckler went to the police station and 
told his story. Detectives Brown and Loftus 
were detailed on the case, and Druckler 
swore out a warrant before Justice Foley. 
The detectives soon located a portion of 
the goods which Mrs. Druckler had left 
with Mrs. Fennerman, who lives in the 
same building, saying she would call for 
them later. The other goods and the wom- 
an are still missing. Her parents deny all 
knowledge of her whereabouts, and it is 
stated that since her marriage they have 
refused to have anything to do with her or to 
let her have any of her clothes or personal 
property. 

Druckler refuses to discuss the matter. 
He has sent for his sister-inlaw and prom- 
ised to forgive her for the shooting if she 
will return and keep house for himself and 
two children. One of these is a boy 12 years 
of age and the other 8. 

The police are still working on the case 
and believe Mrs. Druckler is not far away. 
Her friends advance the theory that she 
took only what she believed to be her own 
and had no intention of committing robbery. 
Her husband, however, takes a different 
view of the matter. 


CHASED ON A MOVING TRAIN. 


Alleged Swindlers, Caught After 
an Exciting Experience. 


Harry Sullivan and Harry Henderson, 
alias “‘ Kid Henderson, said by the police 
to be confidence men and short change 
operators, gave Policemen Gibbons and Der- 
rig, stationed at the Union Depot, a chase 
yesterday afternoon through a moving St. 
Paul passenger train before submitting to 
arrest.

From Franklin Park to Mayfair 
Railway Crossing. 


GOSSIP AS TO THE INTENT. 


Surveys have been made and most of the 
right of way secured for an extension of 
the Chicago, Hammond and Western rail- 
road from its present terminus at Franklin 
Park to the crossing of the Chicago and 
Northwestern and the Ghicago, Milwaukee 
and St. Paul railroads near Mayfair sta- 
tion. The two roads with which connec- 
tion will be made are understood to be in- 
terested in the enterprise. 

The fact that the proposed line is east 
of the course of the Hammond and West- 
ern’s extension northward, as indicated in 
some of the city maps, has led a few of the 
property-owners interested to believe the 
present work on the survey and right of 
way is for the Wisconsin Central, which Is 
said to be seeking an outlet into this ter- 
ritory in the northwestern part of the city. 
This line crosses the Milwaukee and St. Paul 
at Franklin Park, and by a spur to the 
northeast weuld have an inner belt line of 
its own extending partly around the city. 

It is most generally thought, however, that 
the recent purchase of twenty acres from 
G. C. Thomas, near Montrose boulevard 
and Milwaukee avenue, is for the use of the 
inner belt line to connect with the North- 
western and the Milwaukee and St. Paul. 
The negotiations have been guarded with 
great care and are in the name of “ But- 
ters.“ 

The right of way from Franklin Park 
extends eastward to the old Indian 
boundary Une. It follows this north- 
east as far as the grounds of the 
Dunning Asylum. The line then runs east 
between Belmont avenue and Montrose bou- 
levard to the Clark Roberts property, near 
Forest avenue, It will turn south to the 


Two branches will connect the line at this 
point with the Northwestern and the Mil- 
waukee and . Paul. The right of way 
is sixty-six feet wide for the entire dis- 
tance, about six miles. The survey has 
been completed. 

Most of the right of way has been se- 
cured, and agents of the backers of the line 
are busy with the rest of the property-own- 
ers affected to secure their consent. No op- 
position has developed, as the compensation: 
to the owners of the land who have already 
given their consent has been liberal. The 
twenty acres bought for the east end of the 
right of way cost $40,000, at the rate of $2,000 
an acre, which is regarded as a good price 
for the property. The line will be able 20 
depress its tracks at this point to go under 
Milwaukee avenue, which is on a natural 
ridge sloping from both sides of the thor- 
oughfare. 

It is thought by the agents in charge of 
securing the right of way that these nego- 
tiations will be completed by the end of 
this week, so that work on the construction 
of the line will be commenced as soon as 
the weather will permit. The construction, 
either by the Chicago, Hammond and West- 
ern or the Wisconsin Central, is regarded 
with especial interest by property-owners 
in the northwestern section of the city, he- 
cause manufacturing enterprises will be 
more readily secured to aid in building up 
the towns and increasing the value of prop- 
erty.

In the meantime James Quinn and other 
noted advocates of civil service reform stood 
ground and assured all comers that Corcoran 
was eminently fitted for the place and prob- 
ably the only man in Chicago calculated to 
give the civil service law full force and effect. 
It can also be said there was not an avowed 
enemy of the law in the City Hall who did 
not rejoice openly at the coming change and 
declare the only thing necessary to complete 
their happiness was the retirement of Pres- 
ident Kraus. 
Mr. Kraus is expected now to retire by Sat- 
urday or Monday and the man whom the 
Mayor names in his place will be obliging 
enough to.join with Commissioner Winston 
in voting for Glenn's removal. This Mr.

No Corrections in Payrolls.

The commissioners give their reasons for 
the man a minute police examinations in 
the following statement: 

The wholesale discharge, without cause other 
than political, of about 700 patrolmen by Chief 
Badenoch just prior to the taking effect of the 
civil service law has already been noted. A 
short time after the present administration began 
Chief Kipley made an order discharging several 
hundred of the patrolmen not under the protec- 
tion of the civil service law. Before that order 
was issued and took effect it was modificd so 
as to include only 248 men. This order by Chief 
Kipley was no more and no less wrongful than 
the previous order by Chief Badenoch. Neither 
order was wrongful in the sense that it was in 
violation of law. Both orders were wrongful in 
the sense that they placed the weal of the public 
service secondary to the discharge of political 
obligations. Moved by these considerations the 
board devised a plan whereby the entire force 
could be brought under the civil service law and 
thereby prevent the repetition of wholesale dis- 
charges of patrolmen which have heretofore fol- 
lowed a change of administration. The plan 
adopted was to give these men an examination, 
have them discharged, and such of them as passed 
the examinaticn to be immediately reappointed 
and thereby placed under the protection and con- 
trol of the civil service law.

‘STEWARD REFUSED NEW TRIAL 


Physician Convicted of Larceny Will 
Appeal—Judges’ Opinion ina 
Novel Case. 


A new trial was refused Dr. Francis M. 
Steward by Judge Waterman yesterday. At- 
torney Forrest asked for an order suspend- 
ing the indefinite penitentiary sentence of 
Dr. Steward, pending an application for a 
supersedeas. The court refused, but said 
Steward need not be rushed to the peniten- 
tiary. 

Dr. Steward was convicted of the larceny 
of a bank draft of $50 from Herman Klep- 
stein of Croton, S. D. Klepstein said he was 
induced to visit the office of Dr. Steward, 
who examined him, and told him he hada 
number of diseases, and frightened him into 
signing a note and surrendering a draft. 
The note was recovered and payment of the 
draft was stopped. 

The conviction of Dr. Steward on a charge 
of larceny under duress is the first convic- 
tion of the kind obtaining in the Criminal 
Court. Assistant State’s Attorney Olson said 
usually such cases were brought under the 
charge of obtaining money by a confidence 


game. | 

Judge Waterman in refusing a new trial 
said: 

It the only evidence in the case was that 
Klepstein was afraid and that was why he 
delivered the draft, I should not consider the 
evidence sufficient to warrant a convic- 
tion. But we must bear in mind that Klep- 
stein was a farmer and that he had been 
subjected to an extraordinary proceeding: 
that he was locked in this room alone; that 
as appears there had been a preconcerted 
plan to get him there, to convince him that 
he was ill, and while it cannot be said, per- 
haps, that there was a design to get this very 
draft from him, it seems to me there was evi- 
dence enough that the man was taken there 
for the purpose of convincing him that he 
was ill when he was not ill, And for the pur- 
pose of getting from him the draft by such 
means as were thought necessary to ac- 
complish that purpose. I think it is impos- 
sible that the jury could have supposed 
these instructions referred to any duress or 
threat of what may be known as black- 
mail, because there was no evidence any-° 
thing was said to induce the witness to think 
that any attempt would be made to black- 
mail him. He was made to think that he 
would be detained there until he did what 
wascommanded. The motion fora new trial 
must therefore be overruled.” |

PLAN FOR AN 


Commissioner McGann Would 
Believe the City Hall. 


HOME FOR THE POLICE. 


Lack of Money and Land Is Al 
. That Stands in the Way. 


STREET DEPARTMENT IN IT. 


Commissioner of Public Works McGann 
has had plans drawn for a sort of annex to 
the City Hall. If he only knew where he 
was to get a piece of land to put it on or the 
money to build it with there would be noth- 
ing to stand in the aay of its immediate 
erection. 

The suggestion for the building came from 
the necessity of removing the Central Detail 
Police Station and fire engine house from the 
lake front, and the commissioner thought 
while he was providing a home in the down- 
town district for these branches of the city 
government he might as well make a good 
job of it. So an option was secured on a 

lece of real estate at Congress street and 

fth avenue, and the City Architect was 
told to go ahead and draw plans for a five- 
story building to put on it. The plans were 
finished yesterday, and the real estate option 
expired at the same time. The commission- 
er decided that the price was too high, and 
do will look for another location. In the 
meantime he is considering the plans. As 
for the money, that is an open question. 

‘The plans contemplate a five-story build- 
Ing large enough to have a court in the cen- 
ter sixty-five feet square. This court will 
have two driveway entrances for teams. 
All offices in the building will open into it. 
In the bullding will be accommodations for 
the present Harrison Street Police Court, 
the Central Police Station, and ample cell- 
room for prisoners. Then there will be a 
fire engine house and the offices of the City 
Purchasing Agent, well as the city ware- 
house, in which the goods under his control 
will be stored. The Sewer, Street, and 
Street and Alley Cleaning departments are 
also to be located in the new building, and 
perhaps some others if room can be found 
for them. The estimated cost is $60,000. 

City Engineer Ericson and forty-four em- 

ployés in his department were out of a job 
for a short time yesterday afternoon. The 
Civil Service commission insisted that the 
rule that all sixty-day men for whom no 
renewals had been secured must be dis- 
charged, and Commissioner McGann had to 
lay off the men until he could secure re- 
newed authority for their employment as 
sixty-day men, which he did later in the 
afternoon. The men affected were:

FOUND DEAD IN A SNOWDRIFT. 


the Storm of Jan. 22, Discov- 
ered in Ohio Street. 


The great snow-storm of the night of Jan. 

22 buried Max Miller beneath a drift at the 
foot of Ohio street and concealed his death 
until the warm sun of yesterday morning 
disclosed the body. Men with axes chopped 
out the frozen body. 
James Murphy, a special watchman for 
Ogden, Sheldon & Co., agents for the vacant 
property in the neighborhood, saw an arm 
and hand protruding from a snow bank be- 
side the fence near the foot of the’ street 
while he was making his rounds looking 
after the property. He investigatcd and 
found the frozen body of a man imbedded in 
the ice and snow where the high wind of 
the storm had drifted it against the fence. 
The patrol wagon from the East Chicago 
Avenue Station was summoned and with the 
assistance of the officers the body was re- 
moved. 

The man’s name was learned from papers 
in his pockets, and the address, 324 South 
State street, was discovered. A message to 
that address brought William Brown to the 
station. He identified the body as that of 
Max Miller, a fellow-lodger, who had been 
missing since the night of the storm. He 
had seen him last on that flerce Saturday 
night and said he had been drinking heavily. 
During the evening he had wandered away 
from his usual haunts and had not been 
heard of since. It is supposed that, while 
intoxicated, he wandered to the North Side, 
lost his way in the storm, and walked down 
Ohio street into the new land near the 
breakwater, where the flerce wind overcame 
him, and then fell beside the fence. The snow 

drifted over him and he froze to death. 
The body was taken to Ralston's under- 
taking rooms, 22 Adams street, where an in- 
quest was held. Miller was a German, 45 
years old, and unmarried. So far as is known 
he had no immediate relatives. 


PUGNO AT STEINWAY HALL. 


French Pianist Gives the First of Two 
Recitals, the Second to Take Place 
| Tomorrow Afternoon. 


In the first of two pianoforte recitals which 
took place in Steinway Hall yesterday after- 
noon M. Raoul Pugno, the eminent French 
planist, was heard for the third time here 
this season. On the former occasions, as 
assisting soloist with the Chicago Orchestra, 
M. Pugno was heard in the Grieg concerto 
and heard at his best. 

From his performances yesterday he must 
be considered as preéminently a romantic 
player. In the Beethoven Sonata, op. 27, 
No. 2, and in the opening number of his re- 
cital, a Bach Prelude and Fugue in F minor, 
M. Pugno was given to exaggerations and 
mannerisms of the pronounced type. With 
the Faschingschwank of Schumann it was 
that he appeared to far greater advantage. 
In summarizing his attainments there re- 
main again to record his beautiful legato, 
excellence of tone in cantilena 8, 
and his prodigious technical resource. 
When he possesses such delicacy and finish 
as part and parcel of his equipment one must 
wonder, however, that he should be led into 
doing violence to such numbers as the 
Chopin A flat waltz of yesterday. While 
again averring that M. Pugno was heard to 
far greater advantage in the Grieg con- 
ce d. frankly speaking, no one has 
done it nearly so well here within recent 
years—his performances of yesterday had 
much to commend them. Few pianists have 
come to us with a technic equal to that of 
M. Pugno, and yesterday there was dash 
and enthusiasm, if not always discretion, in 
everything he undertook. 

Considering his attainments, the meager 
audience of yesterday becomes a matter of 
surprise. The final recital, which takes
